EDITOK AGE—In a. late issue of En- 


oi,Kf.ring 
-Vcir*, there is published a 


paper on"Parking Wide City Streets" 
and the editorial comments thereon 
will be of some interest to property 
owners on residence streets in Coshoc- 
tou. 
The paper referred to describes the 


parking system in Columbus. Ga-, a 
town laid out with wide streets some- 
thing like our Third street and wldei. 
The plan of street improvement 


provides for the minimum amount of 
paving possible to accommodate the 
traffic and at tbe same time beautify 
and improve the street. 
The wider streets were generally 


parked through tbe center and with 
two paved roadways on either side; 
tbe narrower with a center roadway 
and wide lawn strips running back to 
the paved sidewalKS. 
Editorially the £r.<jineerinij 
IW«cs 


says: "Weknowofno movement in 
recent years more beneficial to city 
taxpayers and property owners than 
that of limiting the width of the 
pavement on residence streets to what 
the traffic really demands, and throw- 
ing the rest of the street's width into 
grass plots. 
'-Especially in our hot summers the 


contrast between a broad expanse of 
glaring dust, reflect ing heat to the 
Souses on either side, and the same 
street with its unused width convert- 
ed into cool, green lawn space, is 
something thatdeeply impresses every 
one who has seen it. 
"It may be pointed out here, too, 


how greatiy such a change simplifies 
very many problems of city adminis- 
tration. 
"The narrow pavement costs less to 


keep in repair. Its first cost is so 
much less that the paving of streets 
can be carried forward much more 
rapidly than would otherwise oe pos 
sible-!> 


It would take a bold guesser to esti 
mate tbe millions of dollars that have 
been spent in the United States to 
pave street space that is not used fo 
traflic, and would be vastly more ben 
eticial to those who live beside it : 
covered with grass and trees.

NEW STAMP LAW

The new United States revenue law 


in effect July 1 repeals the existin 
law requiring stamps on tbe followin 
instruments: 
Bank checks, bonds, except bondso 
indemnity, certificates of deposit, cer 
UScates not otherwise specified, ex 
press receipts, insurance 
policies 
leases, money orders, mortgages o 
conveyances of trust, of powers of at- 
torney, ' promlsory notes, telegraph 
and telephone messages and 
ware- 


house receipts. Deeds where the con- 
consideration is less than 32,500 will 
be exempt from 
taxation.

-52,500 they will be taxed 25 cents on 
each S50Q.

Mr. YKEXOX, June 11 (Special.) 
Tbe crowd assembled Monday after- 
noon to hear the testimony against 
George iiouck was the largest of the 
trial. A great many women are in tbe 
courtroom, and they listen eagerly tt> 
catch every scrap of evidence as it b 
brought out 
from the 
witnesses. 


An equally large audience is ex- 
pected 
this afternoon, the atten- 
dance in the morning nob being so 
great. 
Tbe prisoner's mother is a constant 


attendant in court. Bowed with age, 
tier thin face wearing a look of anx- 
ious concern she follows every word of 
the testimony as though her own life 
depended on 'what was being said. At 
times she looks lovingly at her son, 
and again she is caught in the whirl 
of excitement when some witness, 
more uuent in speech than many who 
have been put on tbe stand, describes 
in detail the scenes of tbe bloody 
room in the little cottage at Bladens- 
burg. 
Houck's wife and daughter are at 


bis side, coming in a moment after 
the prisbner-Mrs-Houck looks worried 
but she has unquestioned faith in her 
husband's innocence and at times 
see*ns indignant at the pointed ques- 
tions of the attorneys. 
Often she 
looks at him but of tener at Judge 
Wickham whose close attention to 
every detail of the case is marked. 


J. "R. Cessna saw the tracks meas- 


ured at the mill race, and tbe nail 
prints were very plain. Two nails 
showed plainly but the other three 
were not so well marked. 


J. B- Webb owns the mill s«uth of 
Biadensbnrg.and testified that he saw 
tracks near what is known as the flood 
gate. The right track had no pecu- 
liarities, but the left tracks showed 
the mark of five nails.

found footprints at the woodpile and 
they were the same as those found 
near the woodhouse. 
R. E. Melick is the constable who 


guarded the Hess house and his testi- 
mony was confined to a description of 
the tracks and their measurement. 
William Fowls saw Houck at the 
Hess house a few minutes after the 
murder was discovered- Later he saw 
him leaning against tbe bouse and 
trembling.'He at once suspected that 
Houck was the murderer.
